Capt. John D. Boyd,

Property Which
In Dividends, Dies

Hospital, Aged 86.

Cnptnin John D. Boyd, original
of tlio great United Vordo cop-

per mine, nt Jerome, now owiicil by
Wlllinm A. Clark, of Montana,

is dead, nnd In hid death Arizonn hues
ono of tlio bravo pioneers who helped
blazo the wny for civilization In many

of tliu mining districts of Yavapai an 1

Gila counties, infested, nt tlio tlmo of
Mn advent into tho Territory, by tho
bloodthirsty Apaches and despcrato
characters from other climos.

Tho locator of ono of the richest cop-- ,

per mines in tho world died this morn-

ing at 11:30 o'clock, in the county hos-

pital, practically penniless, while those
who havo profited by his privations and
hardships In searching out tho ledgo
vrhich has proved a veritable bonanza,
havo made millions out of his discov-

ery.

In the early 'days of California his
name was familar to hundreds of
miners and prospectors in tlio various
mining ramps, and he was known to
them as a man absolutely devoid of
fear, one ready to risk his lifeif need
be, in his sonrch for tho hidden wealth
of the mineral world.

After many narrow escapes from
!cnth at tho hands of the rcdsklm,
while prospecting alone in the moun-

tain fastnesses of this and other north-

ern Arizona counties, Uoyd headed a
prospecting party wjileh crowed tho
Hlack Hills in 1S7.I, and located in tho
Upper Verde Valley. With two broth-

ers, John and Kd. Dougherty, he lo-

cated the famous United Vcrdo mine,
making the flint himself.

John O 'Dougherty was an expert t,

and his brother, Kd., a medical
student. After making their locations
they found places where tim Indians
mined tho material, from which they
made war paint, closo to where oro wni
found on tho rroppings of a vein which
carried values of 1,800 ounces to the
ton.

Continuing further south, Boyd lo-

cated what is now tho Copper Chief
mine, valued nt $1,250,000. llu also d

in perfecting the first body pol-

itic in tho district, and was elected Its
president.

Later ho disposed of his holdings in
the mine, which lias slnco paid over
$25,000,000 in dividends, for mere
song ,and in 1870 ho departed, with tho
same partners, for the Mazatel moun-
tains and the Tonto I lis in district,
then in this county, where the Tout)
and List Chance mines wero located
by thorn. With tho Dougherty brothers
Tie mined there for many years, bolng
thn first man to erect a mill for tho
reduction of ores, in this part of tho
Territory.

Tho wanderlust seizing iiin; ag.ih
ho disposed of his holdings and onto
more returned to tho Hlack Hills,
whero he acquired and disposed of sev-

eral excellent claims, which have since
developed into good mines.

Sixteen years ago, when the noted
suit over the possession of portions of
tho Copper Chief mino was being
waged between Clark and
John Duko and otln;r owners of tho
Copper Chief, Clark settled an annu
ity upon tho man who had made it
possible for him to purchase t'.u
United Vordo mine, which "uns nssistod
so materially in making him a million
aire many times over, but after tins

milt was compromised, the payments,
which amounted to $100 per mouth,
were stopped, and Uoyd was dismissed
from Clark's services.

Speaking of Cnptain Boyd's Integ-

rity, Mr. Duke, who was opposed to
Clark in the suit, said: "Clark may
havo paid him that $100 monthly mere
ly to influence his testimony, but T

do not bollovo that any infltionco on
earth could havo induced Captain Uoyd
to utter a falsehood on tho witnoss
tnnd."

After tho payments from Clark stop
ped, Uoyd beenmo practically n chargo
upon tho county. Shortly after, his
health began failing, and ho was com

pellod to outer tho county hospital,
here, where ho passed tho last year of
Ills eventful career. When his resources
were exhausted, Captain Uoyd turns !

for assistance to tho county for which
ho had dono so much in making it a fit
place in which to live, rather than to
'thoso whom ho had assisted on tho

road to wealth, and his many friends.
On July 2, 1001, occurred tho last

exciting cpisodo in his rugged life. Ho
was seated upon tho porch of tho Rod-gcr- s

k Wingflcld storo, In Camp Vcrd?.
Suddenly there sounded shots on tho
inside of tho store, and It. M. RoJgers
nnd Clint Wingflcld fell dead, shot
down by an assassin. Uoyd arose, and,
meeting tho murderer coming out,
armed with a sixshootcr, started to
grapple with him, despite tho Cap-

tain's advanced age. Tho nssassin or-

dered Uoyd to loavo the placo nt onco,
or he would also bo killed. Heedless
of tho warding, Captain Uoyd con-

tinued to advance, nnd was bhot in tho
thigh by the desperado, who then mado
his escape from tho store.

The deceased pioneer was n native
of Hllgo county, Irolnirt, and was tifl
years old at tho lime of his death, in
his younger dnyH ho was n man of mag-
nificent physique, which stood him well
In hand in tho many hardships he un-

derwent in his senren for tho precious
metals. He was unmarried, and ir
known relatives survive him in this
pari of tho world.

Documents worn found on his per
son, after death, indicating ho wns :i
member of Occidental Lodge, V. & A.
M., of San Francisco. His remains wero
taken in chnrge by the Mil us & Shan
non undertaking parlors, to be hold
pending funeral arrangements.

AS REPORTED.

Governor Kibbcy, who visited Glob",

recently, has returned to l'hocnlx, and
In speaking of conditions in tho south-

ern part of tho Territory, said:
"The situation in Globe is not as

embarrassing as ono might bo led to
expect from tho many reports in cir
culation. There has been a trimming
down of payrolls, quite a number of
men having been discharged by tho
larger companies, which1 aro economiz-

ing in every possible wny, and at tlio
samo time snmowhat limiting their op
erations until conditions throughout
tho country improve. Nevertheless, the
largo companies continue to operate,
and most of tho smaller development
enterprises aro going along as usual.
Tho financial condition is nlso more en
couraging than was feared, as evory
body knows Globe hns been tho 'hard
est hit' of any town In Arizona, two
of her national banks having succumb
od, temporarily, to tho eastern influ-

ences tlmt havo affected the entire
country."

Tho governor said, however, that ho

was qulto suro ono of the banks would
pny its Indebtedness dollnr for dol
lnr, and there is strong reason to hopo
that both of them will bn nblo to do
so.

BUBQLABS PLEAD GUILTY TO
OIIABGE8,

In tho district court, yesterday, throe

nllgcd thieves, Indicted by tho grand
jury on second degree burglary
ehnrges, withdrew their pleas of not
guilty and plead guilty, ono was con-

victed of forgery and tho caso of two
others indicted for burglary in the
second degree, was referred to the
next grand jury.

James Devlnc and Joseph Hnrrctt
plead guilty to burglary in tho second
degree. They wero charged with steal-
ing wearing apparel from tho storo of
I). Levy & Co., last October, and also
with the theft of a shotgun from the
Hill hardware store. Uoth burglaries
wero daylight jobs.

J. H. I'ierce, who was caught In Iho
act of stealing three pairs of panta-
loons from Kd. Uloek 's store, November
1, nlso plead guilty lo a, chargo of
burglary in tho second degree.

Francisco Diaz, who entered a plea
of not guilty to u,forgery charge, was
tried by jury, and n verdict of guilty
rendered. Diaz forged nn order on
the T. F. Miller company of Jerome
In the sum of $10, Mny 20, and on May
28 forged a second order In thn amount
of $7.

Tho court set Friday as tho date
for sentencing the prisoners.

After tho introduction of testimony
for the Territory in the enso of Anton
Tononc nnd l'nul Cnlppcr, indicted
jointly on tho chargo of burglary, tho
defendants wero remanded to jail to
await tho action of the next grand
jury, a vnriancc in tho indictment an 1

testimony being shown. Tononc nnd
Chipper were charged with burglarizing
a storo room belonging to Wingfleld k
Wells, in Humboldt The evidence
showed they robbed n room in a build
ing in the rear of Wingfleld & Wells'
saloon of u largo amount of bedding
and 'carpets. They were released jn
bail last evening.

At (1:30 o'clock this morning tho
ease of the Territory vs. John Scott
will be called. Scottwas inllctcd by
thu last grand jury on tho charge of
assault with a deadly weapon. Ho is
charged with threatening the lifo of
Jack Wilson with a Winchester rifle,
in the Vordo Valley, August 22.

Tho case of James Kvans, colored,
follows nil tlio docket. An indictment
was returned against Kvans by the Inst
grand jury, charging him with assault
with a deadly weapon. F.vnns is al
leged to havo inserted the blade of a
pocket knife in tlio side of Mrs. Tom
King, colored, May 21, at SJ house on
Granite street occupied jointly by
Kvans and King nnd their wives. Af-

ter tho alleged assault Kvans showed
unusual sprinting ability in an inef-

fectual attempt to get beyond tho
range of an automatic, shotgun in the
hands of Mrs. King'H irato husbnnd.
The rear portion of Kvan's anntomy
was peppered front head to heels with

blrdshot, so badly that it occupied

several hours of a physician's time to
remove the Icndcn pellets.

IDENTIFY BKELTON AS REMAINS
OF HATTIE KNOX.

Tho bleaching bones of thu female

body, found Monday, in Lonesome Val-

ley, ono mile east of Vacger station,
wero identified yestorday ns tho re-

mains of Ilnttlo Knox, by Justico of
tho Peace Francis, and some of tho
members of tlio coroner's jury, who
again viewed tho remains and made a
closo search of the vicinity in which
tho skeloton was found.

The identification was mado through
tho fnlso teeth taken from tho skelo-

ton 's skull, Monday, tho teeth being
recognized ns thoso which onco adorn-

ed tho mouth of tho woman who wan-

dered away from Humboldt whilo sup-

posedly under tho influonco of somo
drug.

In spite of tlio careful search mado
by tho justico nnd tho coroner's jury,
not a vestigo of raiment was found,
and it is supposed the woman, after
leaving Humboldt, disrobed herself and
wnndored, nude, until slio fell, cxhaus;-ed- ,

to die.
Justico Francis notified Supervisor

Smith, last evening, of the conclusions
arrived at by tho coroner's jury, and
Chairman Smith ordered n coffin sent
to the scene of tho find, in wnich tho
remains will bo transported to Hum
boldt for interment.

Previous to her mystorioun disnp
penranco from Humboldt, Ilnttlo Knox
had been a resident of tho Smoltsr
City for a year. Siio was a well known
character in tho saloons and dnnco
halls, where her musical ability mado
her well liked. She was addicted to tho
drug and liquor habits and only a
short time before sho left tno placo
was known to have been under tlio in
fluence of either morphine or opium
Sho was last soon alive on the rail
road, near a ranch nbout flvo miles dls
tant from whero the skeleton was ilia
covcrod, Monday, by ono of tho
bridge crow. Her two dogs relurno l

to tho ranch tho day after ne was

scon. Searching parties were organ-
ized and the otitlro valley and neigh-
boring mountain nnd canyons scoured
for several days .In quest of her, but
without success.

Sho leaves no known relatives hole
and nothing is known of her previous
history. Sho wns known in Humboldt
nnd Prescott ns a very charitable wo-

man, and oftentimes, It Is said, sho
gave her last dollar to relieve tno
hunger of those In need.

SANTA FE SEOURES INTEREST IN
DEL RIO 8PRINOS.

(From Wednesday's Dally)
Deeds transferring the title to tho

Snow and Shivers rnnclas at Dol Rio,
from tho Del KIo Smelter company to
the Santa Fo Land Improvement com-

pany, a subsidiary of thu Santa Fo
Railroad company, wero recorded in
the county recorder's oflicc, Monday.
The ranches carry the title to one- -

half tho water of tho Del Rio Springs,
the sourco of water supply for the city
of i'rescott, which owns the other half.
The springs aro tho sourco of the
Vordo rlvoi. They contain tho largest
water supply within easy reach of rail-

road communication in northern Ari
zona. Tho flow is estimated nt over
2,000,000 gallons a day.

In tho dry seasons of the past few
years, tho Santa Fo railroad was com
pelled to rely on its water supply
through tho city's pumping plant. A
regular water train was run dally

Del Rio nnd Asli Fork, anil it is
said tho city derived monthly revenues
ns high us $1,200 form tho water furn-
ished the railroad. This Income, it Is
stated, was the cause of starting ne-

gotiations for tho purchase of tho half
interest In tho water by tho railroad
company, which resulted in the pur- -

chaso of tho property for tho smelter
company.

It is not believed either tho Santa
Fo nor tho land company will install a
pumping plant this year at Del Rio, ni
the ponds used for a water supply
along the mnln lino will soon bo filled
by tho winter snows and tains. It is
thought, however, that a pumping
plant will bo installed before tho dry
season of 1008 arrives.

The water is tho purest in the Ter
ritory. It is ns desirable for boiler ns
for domestic use on account of the
absence of nlkali.

Morgan O. Llewellyn, son of Major
Llowcllyn, will resign ns surveyor gen
eral of New Mexico, about tho first of
tlio yenr, nnd will enter his father ',i
law ofllco at Las Cruces, N. M. His
successor has not yet been selected.

Solicitor General Henry M. Hoyt has
left Washington for Now Mexico, nv
companylng Governor Curry, who was
hero for somo days.

APPLICATION FOB APPOINTMENT
OP A RECEIVER.

Til tho district court, yestorday, At-

torney T. G. Norrls, representing Hom-
ey n Kerry, n New York creditor of tho
Arizona Smelting cotnpnny, capitalized
for $17,000,000 and operntlng tho Hum-
boldt plant, filed implication for tho
appolutmont of J. Kcnrney Rice ri re-

ceiver for the company.
Attorney Norrls, who Is also tho le-

gal representative of tho Arizonn
Smelting company here, stated the
cotnpnny would not oppose the appli-
cation or appointment of Mr. ltico, who
has already been appointed receiver by
the New Jersey courts for the com-
pany.

The application for a receiver, filed
here, Is but a formal move, in order to
put tho receiver appointed in New Jer-
sey in possession of tho company 'j
smelting plnnt nnd other property nt
Humboldt. Mr. Rico wns nlso nppolnt-o- d

receiver by tho New York courtH, In
order to take possession of the com-

pany's ofllco and contents, in New
York City.

Attorney Norrls was of the opinion
that there would bo it reorganization
of the company brought nbout, rather
than mi adjudication in bankruptcy,
ndding, however, that If it was found
impossible for the company to dis-

charge its obligations, It would un-

doubtedly be declared a bankrupt. He
thought, though, that the company, if
tho reorganisation is nffeeied, will be
nblo to pay Its Indebtedness and re-

sume operations in tho not distant fu-

ture.
